HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE PARISH 


By the Rector 


The parish was organized in August, 1821, five 
vears after the first convention of the Episcopal 
Church held in the State ot North Carolina, The 
first delegates who represented the parish at a Dio- 
cesan Convention (1822) were Chief Justice Taylor, 
HithemoLate. pupreme)-Court>s Wry AcsS. Burgess 
and W. H. Haywood, Jr., afterward a United States 
Senator. 

The first Rector of the parish was the first 
Bishop of the Diocese, then comprising the whole 
State, the Rt. Rev. John Stark Ravenscroft, whose 
sacred dust lies beneath the chancel of our stately 
Church. Bishod Ravenscroft assumed charge of the 
parish, in addition to his other duties, as Bishop of 
the Diocese, on the 20th of December, 1823.- He 
held the rectorship of the parish until 1828, when 
he removed to Wiiliamsborough, in Granville Co., 
and took charge of St. John’s Church. 

From the organization of the Parish until 1828 
the congregation worshipped in a house rented and 
fitted up as a temporary chapel. To the Convention 
of 1824 the Bishop reported 25 communicants and 
35 members of the parish, 

The first: Church building was begun in 1827 
and was finished and consecrated by Bishop Ravens- 
croft in 1829. This was a wooden structure, a pic- 
ture of which is in possession of the present Rector 
of the parish. It served as the parish Church until 
1852, the year the present beautiful Church was 
finished, except the tower. ‘The tower was finished 
in 1861. Its erection was made possible by a be- 
quest of $2500, for the purpose, of a departed ves- 
trvman, Dr. Josiah O. Watson. In addition to his 
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bequest for the erection of the tower of the Church, 
Dr. Watson left a legacy of $5000 for the mainte- 
nance of a parochial school of Christ Church. By 
wise and judicious investment the amount of the 
fund is now over $6500. We believe the religious 
and institutional work we are doing at St. Saviour’s 
comprehends the purpose Dr. Watson had in view 
in his bequest. So, we use the interest of the fund 
toward maintaining the work at St. Saviour’s. This 
annual interest is a great help to the parish in main- 
taining the work there. The parish should always 
hold the name of Dr. Josiah O. Watson in reverent 
affection. ‘Too few of those who have left us since 
followed his gcod example of remembering his spir- 
itual household in his last will and testament. How- 
ever, a few others have remembered the parish of 
their love in their wills. Mrs. Mary S. Speight, 
Hon. B. F. Moore, Mrs. Henrietta P. Martin and 
Miss Maria T. Haywood, all made bequests to the 
parish. Miss Maria T. Haywood’s was the largest 
bequest since Dr.Watson’s, amounting now to $4100. 
This has just been appropriated toward the erection 
of our new Parish House and Chapel, by vote of the 
Vestry. A tablet is to be placed on the wall 
of the chapel, suitably inscribed, as a memorial to 
Miss Haywood in grateful recognition of her gen- 
erous bequest. It is to be hoped that ere long the 
parish will place in the Church some worthy mem- 
orial to Dr. Josiah O. Watson in recognition of his 
bequests, the largest the parish has ever received. 
The parish was also the beneficiary of a legacy 
antedating any of those which have been mentioned. 
Mrs. Mary Sumner Blount, of Tarborough, who 
died in 1822, left part of her estate in trust for the 
erection of an Episcopal Church in the city of 
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Raleigh. It is said that her bequest amounted to 
not less than $15,000. This money was probably 
used in purchasing the lot for the Church and in 
erecting the first Church building. The parish cer- 
tainly owes a debt of gratitude to this good woman, 
who, it seems, never lived in Raleigh. 

These servants of God are the only ones, so far 
as is known, who have remembered the parish in 
their wills. It is to be hoped that our growing 
work will impress upon those who are still with us 
in the flesh the great need of legacies from those 
whom God has blessed, or to whom He has entrust- 
ed earthly possessions. 

The old Sunday-school building was erected 
in 1867. There it stood until 1912, long after the 
parish had outgrown its provisions for Sunday- 
school work and other parochial activities. In its 
place a beautiful, modern, well-appointed Parish 
House, with Chapel, is nearing completion. This 
building was an imperative need that could no 
longer be delayed without serious injury to the work 
of the parish. It ought to make an inspiring appeal 
to every single member and friend of the parish 
who has its interest and welfare at heart. While 
it is beautiful architecturally, its real purpose is for 
service. It is to be the parish’s workshop, so to 
speak. Year by year and day by day it will make 
its silent appeal to the members of the parish for 
service in the Name of Christ, our Master, and His 
Holy Church. 


THE RECTORS OF THE PARISH 
As has already been stated, the first Rector of 
the parish was Bishop Ravenscroft, resigning in 
1828. He was succeeded by the Rev. Charles Elliott, 
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of CHuiegion. a c. ihe) was aR ec io hie one year. 


‘The third Rector was the Rev. George W. Free- 
man, afterward Bishop of Arkansas and the South- 
west. He was Rector from 1829 until 1840. 


The Rev. Dr. R. S. Mason began his reetorship 
as successor of Mr. Freeman on Christmas Day, 
1840. Here he remained, honored and beloved by 
all, for 33 years. He was well-known as an erudite 
scholar and theologian. It was during his rectorship 
that the present stone Church was built. He passed 
to his reward while Rector of the parish, on Feb- 
ruary 21st, 1874. 

On the Sixth Sunday after Trinity, July 12th, 

1874; the Rev. Matthias Murray Marshall succeeded 
Dr. Mason as Rector of the parish. Like his prede- 
cessor, he was Rector for 33 years. He was a true 
shepherd of the flock. Teuder, sympathetic, he was 
an ideal pastor, and greatly endeared himself to all, 
the rich and poor alike. On the 22nd’ of October, 
1912, he fell asleep after weary months of waiting. 
One of the greatest achievements of Dr. Marshall’s 
rectorship, and the-one that perhaps he was the 
proudest of, was the abolishing of the rented pew 
system in the parish. It was no easy task, but he 
kept at it until it was accomplished, to his praise be 
it said. : 

Your present Rector began his service in the 
parish on the first Sunday after Easter, 1907. He 
dare not hope for so long a rectorship as those of 
your last two Rectors. But he does hope that the 
rest of his rectorship, whether it--be long or short, 
may be as happy and hopeful as the, portion that 
belongs to the honorable history of the parish which 
we all love % -

There are those of the older members of the Chapel 
who even remember the collards and cabbage 
which grew many years ago on the spot where tl 
present buildings now stand. Since that time the 
community has grown into a large and important 
industrial center. Closely grouped and quite near 
the Chapel are the Baker-Thompson Lumber Com- 
pany, the Raleigh Cotton Mills, the Seaboard Air 
Line Shops and Yards and the Martin Hosiery 
Mills. Still further away, but not entirely out of 
reach of the Chapel, is the big plant of the Pilot 
Cotton Mills, and nearer by are two other knitting 
mills, the largest gf which is owned and aperated 
by the Melrose Knitting Mills Company. Beside 
these are other industries, and numerous mercantile 
establishments, not too far removed to be influenced 
by the Chapel. 

Any one can see at glance the strategic impor 
tance of St. Saviour’s Chapel in making the attempt 
to minister to this immense throng of busy people. 
Nobody will dispute the nobility of work, or deny 
fimatoit 1S 1S.a vital part olerelicion) but the timie- 
honored saying that “to labor is to pray” is incom- 
plete without the reverse principle, that “to pray is 
to labor.” Certainly, we should “work, and work 
honestly, but we must not forget to pray also. We 
ought to pray and act out our prayers. That 
the true way to pray. There is no reason why the 
workingman should not bé a praying man, or th

The work St. Saviour’s has to do, and ought to 
do, will be plain and manifest to all who will in- 
vestigate it and think about it. So, beloved—mem- 
bers and friends—take this little pastoral as a “call 
to arms,” and let us all rally around the Flag of 
Heaven, which is the Cross, and see to it that St. 
Saviour’s stands for definite results in the Kingdom 
of God.

Meets every Tuesday night at 7.30 o’clock, and 
is designed to further Christian eee among boys 
of from 10 to 15 years of age.
